Friday by the City Council. 

The Legislative Committee of the 
House of Delegates reported favorably 
Friday night the Schaefer bill, author- 
izing the City Lighting Department to 


inspect electric meters. 


Leading members of the majority of

Call Shooting Accidental. 

Che young men say the shooting was 
accidental. It is said in Poplar Bluff 
that Wilkerson formerly worked for the 
lyon Mountain road. 

Miss Carrell’s father says he believes 
the circumstances of the shooting sup- 
port the young men’s statement that it 
was accidental. 

Mr. Correll, with his wife and daugh- 
ter, was on his way to St. Louis from 
his home in Little Rock, Ark., when the 
shooting occurred. Fisk is 11 miles east 
of Poplar Bluff on the Cairo branch. 

It was dusk when the train passed 
through the little town. Just after it 
had crossed a trestle Mr. and Mrs. Cor- 
rell heard a startling cry. They ran to 
the back platform and found their 
daughter lying there. ; 

Two fornis were disappearing through 
a clump of bushes near the track. 

The injured girl was hurried to St. 
Louis and a posse was organized. Short- 
ly before midnight the youths were 
overtaken. They were rowing down the 
St. Francis River 80 miles: from Fisk.

No Artificial Marriage. 

“As far as concerns the first steps in 
evolutionary development, those called 
variation and crossing, they have been 
attended to already. 

“This country of ours is the nfost 
crossed, so far as races go, of any on 
the face of the globe. We simply take 
the best representatives of child life 
in the land and work with them, 

“Any effort along the line of artifi- 
cial marriage is a failure, since true 
marriage is where each party to the 
contact is honestly in love with the 
other, freely and of his or her own ac- 
cord. The offspring of an artificial 
marriage would be a failure. 


“IT will select ten to twelve children 
from various parts of the United States 
for eaeh of the first two or three years, 
and I will seek to develop the best there 
is in them. 

To Rebuild Child. 

“The basis of my system of educa- 
tion for these children will be in the 
reconstruc@on of structure. The com- 
mon way of changing a child who has 
developed some harmful habit or ten- 
dency is to quiet that particular region 
of nervous activity. Then it is easy 
enough for the child to pick up its old 
habits, although it may have reformed 
temporarily. 

“With my system the entire struc- 
ture is changed. It is a different struc- 
ture entirely, and the child, in order to 
get back into its old habits, must’ not 
merely ‘backslide,’ but must build back. 
Do you catch the essential difference 
between the two? : 
“My methods of work with these chil- 
dren will differ radically from the ordl- 
nary methods of teaching. For  in- 
stance, you have observed, doubtless, 
many Americans in the business world 
whose school training did not. extend 
beyond the seventh or eight grade 
perhaps, but whose mental processes, 
and accordingly their business methods, 
were on a better plan and were better 
systematized than those of the man who 
had had more years of school and col- 


lege training. 

“Now, when he was a child, that man 
of little training but of excellent ability 
would have been the child we would 
choose for our school.”

WASHINGTON, May 1°.-After a 
morning of congratulations as the lead- 
er of the successful opposition of the 
governors to Federal domination, sought 
by President Roosevelt, and as the 
foundér of a permanent Fiouse of Gov- 


ernors, Gov. Folk left for home at noon 


today.

over the political situation in Missouri 
and throughout the country. 

Among those who congratulated Gov. 
Folk was Justice Harlan of the 8u- 
preme Court, who complimented his 
stand against interference by minor 
Federal courts with, the execution of: 
Siate laws. Justice Harlan ‘wrote the 
dissenting opinion in the Minnesota rate 
case, 

Master Mind of House. 

The Washington Herald this morning 
culls Gov. Folk “the master mind of the 
House of Governors,’’ and says to him 
is due the credit of forming the or- 
ganization, which wiu be independent of 
White House control. 

At a meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee in Gov. Folk’s rooms last night, 
it was decided that future meetings 
should not be held in Washington and 
that its scope should include questions 
of uniform legislation among the states, 
as well as merely the conservation of 
resources. 

“The organization of the House of 
Governors marks a new epoch jn politi- 
cal life for the nation,"’ said Gov. Folk 
this morning. “It will cement the 
States closer than ever, and at the same 
time preserve their independence. While 
it will have no law-making power, mea- 
sures approved by it will undoubtedly 
be adopted in many and eventually in 
all the States. 

Will Give Uniform Laws, 

‘It will give to state governments that 
virility which they have needed, and 
to state laws uniformity. 

“By making the state governments 
more effective it will check encroach- 
ments of the national government upon 
them. It will preserve the ideas of gov- 
ernment crystallized in the formation 
of the republic.” 

Regarding the encrcachments by Fed- 
eral courts upon the states, Gov. Folk 
said: ‘“‘The bill which has passed the 
Senate authorizing three inferior Fed- 
eral judges, instead of one, to enjoin 
State laws, specifically confers upon the 
inferior Federal judges the very powers 
to which the states object. 

Agzinst Such a Law. 

“T do not favor such a law at all. 
While it is safer to trust to three judges 
than to one, the law would recognize 
the right of the Federal Courts arbi- 
trarily to suspend State laws. This will 


rescult in making inferior Federal 
judges dictators over State govern- 
ments. 


“The law that should be passed should 
take away’ from the lower Federal 
courts the right to suspend State laws, 
pending their adjudication in the courts. 
Corporations, as well as individuals, can 
have the right of appeal from the State 
to the Federal courts, and thus get ev- 
ery constitutional right.” 

Against One-Man Power. 

When asked for his views on “one- 
man power” in government, he said: 

‘There are many men in America 
today who advocate centralizing all 
power at Washington in the hands of 
the President. I am emphatically op- 
pesed to this program. Destroy the dig- 
nity of the State and place in the hands 
of a president control over all the cor- 
porations of the land, for instance, and 
there is given a power that sooner or 
later will endanger the republic. 

State Must Be Independent. 

‘This republic of states is secure #0 
long as the states are independent. If 
something goes wrong with one the 
others to keep the ship of state afloat. 

“The first step with us will be to 
take away the independence of the 
states, te convey authority to a pres- 
ident to call them together at will. In 
itself it would not be of consequénce. 

“But it makes a precedent for an- 
other move in the direction of centrali- 
zation, and so gradually our form of 
government could be entirely changed."

Inspections for Tuberculosis to 
Be Made by City 
Physicians. 





A bill is to be introduced in the City 
Council providing for the medical in- 
spection of children in all the schools 
of St. Louis—public, parochial and pri- 
vate. The bill is favored by the St. 
Louts Society for the Relief and Pre- 
vention of Tuberculosis. 

It provides that the Health Commis- 
sioner shall appoint physicians to visit 
and examine every pupil. 
It gives the Health Commissioner the 
power to require the dismissal from 
the schools of any child suffering from 
tuberculosis or any other infectious or 
contagious discase. 

Health Certificate Necessary. 

The Health Commissioner is in- 
structed in the bill to send notice to 
the parents of any such excluded child 
that the child mugt be placed under 
a physician's care. Before the child 
will be allowed to enter any St. Louis 
school again it must first obtain a 
certificate of good health from the 
lHiealth Commissioner. 

The bill also provides ‘that the 
Health Commissioner be empowered 
to vaccinate school children whenever 
ne deems it mecessary. 

Vevrcination Made Compulsory. 

Any child refusing to be vacvinated 
when the Health Commissioner or his 
assistants are of the opinion tha‘ &t 
is advisable will be excluded from the 
school, 

Provision is made for the appoint- 
mént of physicians and trained nurses 
to carry out the work not exceeding 
in number ten physicians and ten 
trained nurses. Out of the municipal 
revenue $30,000 is appropriated for the 
expenses of the work.

Drs. King and Dieffenbach got a black 
and tan terrier in good health, shaved 
the hair from its head and its back near 
the tail above the lumbar region, 

One electrode was placed on the head 
and the d@ther on the back and an inter- 
mittent current of a little more than 
six volts was turned on. The current 
was from the regular street supply, 
modified in the specially constructed 
apparatus used. 

Unconselious in 45 Seconds. 

In 4 seconds the dog was uncon- 
scious. He could be handled without the 
least danger of awakening him. 
eration was performed. 

The somnolence continued only as long 
as the electrodes were kept in place. 
When they were removed the dog almost 
instantly regained consciousness, was as 
lively as before the current was turned 
on, and a close examination could not 
disclose the least ill effect. 

Dr. Dieffenbach said: “It is the inter- 
mittancy of the current that produces 
the somnolence which makes it possible 
to perform operations without the least 
pain to the patient or the least after ef- 
fect. It is the after effect which makes 
many persons hesitate or refuse to take 
ether or chloroform. There are no after 
effects in the use of the intermittent 
current and the anesthesia is as perfect 
as could possibly be. 

Want Human to Try It. 

“A battery could be used in place of 
the street current if the latter were not 
available, 


"The use of this current in surgical 


operations will mean a great advance in 
surgery. Many of the disagreeable fea- 
tures now attending it will be removed. 
We also believe that aside from the Jack 
of evil after effects operations will be 
more satisfactory, in that «he patient 
will be in a better condition to be operat- 
ed on. .

BAD FAITH CHARGED 





Police Reserves Are Called 
Out to Prevent Violence’ 
by Crowds. 





CLEVELAND, O., May 16.—A general 
strike on the Cleveland street car 
lines, declared by an overwhelming 


vote of the street car men’s union to- 
day, went into effect at 4:45 a. m., and 
tled up the larger part of the traction 
system of the city. The majority of 
the conductors and motormen who ran 
the original 3-cent cars on the West 
Side refused to strike. 

Early in the morning there was 
trouble with the Lakeview, Payne and 
Denison cars. 

Thousands of persons were in verita- 
ble mobs that dragged men who were 
trying to operate the cars off the plat- 
forms. 

Crowbars Used on Tracks. 

A mob of strike sympathizers armed 
with crowbars arid other tools at- 
tempted to tear up the tracks on St. 
Clair avenue, near East Ninetieth 
street. 

The mob was‘ dispersed, howevcr, 
before much headway had been made. 

The crew of a car on the St. Clair 
avenue line was dragged from the car 
by the same mob. The conductor was 
his scalp being laid 
open with a brick. Both the conduct- 
or and motorman finally were rescued 
by the police. 

All the police reserves were called 
out and dispersed crowds at the Lake- 
view and Superior barns. 

Only two cars were ‘operated on the 
Doan street lines and by 7:sv both of 
these had returned to the barns with 
every window in both of them smashed. 

Chief of Police Kohler early took per- 
sonal command of the situation. 

“The street car ‘company ‘will be giv- 
en all the men it wants. That is what 
the police are for,’’ he said. 


Contract Basis ef Strike. 

The strike is the result of the refusai 
of the Municipal Traction Co. to carry 
out the contract made by the Cleveland 
Electric Railway with its employes, that 
all employes should get a raise of 2 cents 
an hour, with free transportation to and 
from the barns. 

The employes claimed the franchise 
granted at the time of the consolidation 
was a franchise in accordance with the 
agreement and demanded the increase. 
The Municipal Traction Co. disputed the 
claim, but offered an increase of 1 cent 
an hour, with free uniforms, employes 
to pay their own fares. Arbitration was 
proposed by Mayor Johnson and it was 
fenerally believed that it would be suc- 
cessful. 

* Bad Faith Is Charged. 

Late yesterday an acute disagreement 
arose, the union men charging President 
Dupont with bad faith in discharging 
prominent union leaders while negotia- 
tions were pending. The strike: followed. 

Vice-President Behner of the car 
men’s union, in commenting on the 
Strike situation today, said: 

“I am pleased with the outlook. All 
the men are loyal to the union and we 
expect them to stick by the union un- 
til we win. There is no doubt that we 
will win in the end. 

“I believe the public is on our side 


and realizes that our men have been 


treated unfairly by the traction com- 
pany. 

“We have stationed pickets at every 
car barn. These men will try to per- 


_guade anyone who shall attempt to run 


cars out of the barn to quit work. 


*They will do this by persuasion, by 


Peaceful methods and not by, violence. 

Employes of thé original 3-cent lines 
belonged to a separate local of the inter- 
national union. The international! union 
revoked the charter of the local, how- 
ever, claiming it violated the union laws 
in that stockholders of the Municipal 
Traction Co. were members of the union. 
This has resulted in a split in the union 
forces in the present fight.

NEW GOODS MADE OLD 





‘Whole Business Is a Bunco,” 
Arrested Man Is Quoted 
as Saying. —

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 16.—William Claus- 
en, art dealer at 7 East Thirty-fifth 
street, was locked up in Ludlow Street 
Jail last night, charged with having de- 
ceived William T. Evans, wealthy art 
patron and chairman of the Art Com- 
mittee of the Lotus Club, in the sale of 

paintings. 

Affidavits by an artist and by former 
employes of Clausen allege a swindling 
process by which clever imitations of 
works of noted artists were sold as orig- 
inals. These pictures, it is charged, were 
freshly painted, treated to give the ap- 
pearance of age and signed with the 
names of artists now dead. 

The so-called impostures were such 
brilliant imitations of the style of the 
noted artists that they were praised by 
critics and connoisseurs as among their 
best works, and as showing their skill 
at its highest artistic effectiveness. 

Part of Gallery Collection. 

The paintings which led to Clausen's 
arrest were part of the collection pre- 
sented by Evans to the National Gallery 
of Art, and held in custody by the Cor- 
coran gallery until such time as the 
Government might have a suitable re- 
pository. 

Two of them were supposed by Evans 
to have been painted by the late Homer 
D. Martin. One, a view called ‘Old Mill 
Near St. Cloud,” cost $2850; the other, 
“Near Newport,” cost $2500. A_ third 
picture was ‘“‘Late Afternoon at Med- 
field,’’ supposed by Evans to have been 
by the late George Inness; it cost $4000. 

Since their authenticity was disputed 
Evans has withdrawn them from the 
collection, and has made a demand on 
Clausen. for the return of the money 
paid for them. 

Artist Kost made affidavit that he had 
been called upon to pass judgment on 
a Martin picture, sold by Clausen, and 
he advised that it be returned. One day 
he was in Clausen’s place and asked 
him what had become of this picture. 

Clausen replied that it was upstairs. 

“Tell me, Clausen, who painted that 
picture? Dawson?’ asked Kost. 

Clausen is said to have answered: ‘‘No, 
Dawson don’t paint any more Homer 
Martins for me.”’ 

Business a Bunco, 


The artist says he asked Clausen why 
he had tried to sell that picture and 
added: ‘‘It seems like a bunco game.”’ 

To this Clausen is said to have made 
answer: ‘‘Fred, don’t you know that the 
whole picture business is a bunco?’’ 

Arthur Dawson, an artist in the Knox 
Building, said today that he retouched 
the three pictures whose authenticity is 
in dispute. He said that he did consid- 
erable work retouching paintings by 
noted artists, a process perfectly legiti- 
mate and recognized in art. 

Clausen, before his arrest, said he 
had sold the three pictures to Evans in 
good faith, and in a belief in their 
genuineness. He said spite and jealousy 
had set afloat the rumors that had led 
Evans to think he had been deceived.

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BUSINESS ADMONISHES POLITICS. 

Properly enough disclaiming the “let us alone” 
spirit manifested by some business interests which 
probably should not be let alene, the St. Louis 
Prosperity Association nevertheless adheres to 
its original purpose to discourage agitation, dem- 
agogy and experimentation at the expense of 
legitimate trade and industry. ‘ 

The Post-Dispatch said in the first place that 
unless this movement took hold upon politics it 
could not be effeciive, and the association in its 
address to the President showed how the pres- 
sure is to be applied: 

A national political campaign is opening Plat- 
forms are to be adopted. The National Prosperity 
Association will ask for fair-minded considera- 
tion of business issues by both parties. But the 
association does not believe that prosperity de- 
pends upon politics; it is convinced that business 
may revive; that the unemployed may find work: 
that the normal volume of trade may be reached 
without waiting for the November elections. To 
that end the, association will address itself. 

This paragraph reveals the political intention 
of the association and contains a prophecy as to 
the result of its action. If men unquestionably 
representing the business interests of this country 
go before the platform committees at Chicago and 
Denver insisting that radical measures be avoid- 
ed in the interest of commercial and industrial 
peace, prosperity will not be dependent upon poli- 
tics, for neither convention will be likely to ig- 
nore such an admonition. 

The times seem to favor fantastic agitation, 
and because there is a lack of issues based upon 
principle, men of few ideas find profit in arraying 
class against class and in exploiting schemes of 
socialism and centralization which menace busi- 
ness and our political institutions at once. 

Ordinarily the substantial men of the United 
States have held ‘aloof from political action until 
the great parties were committed. 
they intend to act in advance. If they succeed at 
Denver and Chicago in checking the prevalent 
disposition to raid business and industry there 
will be no need of further political activity on 
their part. Prosperity need not await the elec- 
tion in November. 

This St. Louis idea comprehends a rational 
purpose, embracing information as well as admo- 
nition. It has nothing to do with reaction or with 
the motives of past offenders. It commends the 
good that has been done and it deplores the 
injury that has been wrought. It simply presents 
the proposition that for the time being agitation

Seren. The ending is quit abrupt and unsatisfactory and the reader is left 
with the conviction that there must be more to follow with regard to the two 
really great characters of the book. (Macmillan). 





The L. C. Page company has presented a very attractive gift edition of a 
book on Northern Africa, “In the Land of Mosques and Minarets,” written 
and illustrated by Francis Miltoun and Blanche McManus. Aside from the 
beauty of the edition, there is a great deal to be said for it as a study of 
the land histori¢ally, geographically and architecturally, and it would be most 
interesting to travelers through the desert. 





“Addresses and Speeches of Charles Evans Hughes’ is a substantial book 
with an appreciative character sketch of the Governor by Jacob Gould Schur- 
man.

“Studies in Judaism” is from the scholarly pen of Dr. Solomon Schechter, 
president of the Jewish Theological Seminary, New York. This volume forms 
the second series of Prof. Schechter’s studies. The first series was published 
gome ten years ago. The present volume can, of course, be read independent- 
ly of the first. It consists of lectures and essays delivered by Dr. Schechter 
before the University College of London, Jewish Theological Seminary, and 





printed in leading publications of America and England. Although the volume - 


looks forbidding at first sight, in these days of ‘‘best sellers’ and funny 
verse, one is agreeably surprised by the ease with which Prof. Schechter tells 
of his researches in the Genizah, or hiding place, where he discovered among 
many other valuable things, the pages recording the wisdom of Jesus the Son 
of Sira. In passing to the chapter dealing with the life of the Jews in the time 
of Ben Sira, the reader forgets that Ben Sira lived at least 200 B. C., so mod- 
ern are some of the wisdom gems recorded in the chapter. Prof. Schechter’s 
style is captivating in its simplicity and clearness and his new volume forms 
a valuable contribution to the literature of Judaism. (Jewish Publication So-

There is a charming frankness in 
the letters of Mrs. Fitzherbert to her 
royal lover, and later husband, George 
IV. In one of them she writes, in 
answer to a request to meet the Prince 
after, leaving the ballroom: “Meet 
you! What, you, the Prince of 
Wales, whose character in the annals 
of gallantry is too well known for 
me to suppose that after such a meet- 
ing I should have any character at 
all?” 

In vain did the Prince try to break 
down the barriers of Margarita’s 
modesty—much of which, We fear, was 
rather a bait to lure her royal lover 
to the altar, as she succeeded in doing 
in later years. She even went so far 
as to threaten to withdraw her friend- 
ship from him, a threat which evoked 
this reply: : 

“Painful pre-eminence, would that I 
could lay it aside! Or that I might be 
permitted to introduce as a daughter 
to Her Md@esty virtues congenial to her 
own. To a prince who greatly wants 
it, so bright an example. To my sub- 
jects, so amiable a lady.

which is all your own.”

O God, God, God' 
everything I have in my trunks that 
reminds me of her goes through me like 
a spear. QO, that I could be buried near 
where she lives! I am afraid to write 
to her—to receive a letter from her—to 
see her handwriting would break my 
heart.’’ 

Ten years after Keats had. closed his 
troubled life this woman, on whom he 
had lavished such adoration, wrote thus 
of him: “The kindest act would be to 
let him rest forever in the obscurity to 
which circumstances have condemned 
him.’”’

achieved. Quite different was the coif- 
fure of the ladies of the time of Nero. 
The Lady Poppaeh had quite a num- 
ber of styles from which to select. 

In the thirteenth century women wore 
the hair in one plait in the back. This 
was wrapped about the head and over 
the forehead. In Amsterdam, had you 
lived about that time, you could have 
seen one of the most amazing head- 
dresses of the ages. 

A covering was worn over the front 
part of the head. This was made of a 
rich fabric and decorated with jewels. 
{in the back of the head a mass of 
tair bulged balloon-like, stiffened with 
waxes and oils. 

In France the results of curl papers 
issumed many shapes. Among the 
most attractive and picturesque was 
the headdress of the days of Madame 
de Grignen. Then the curl paper was 
much in evidence. A lady’s head simply 
rippled with curls—small curls, dainty 
curls, a perfect cascade of curls. 

Then, too, a lady’s hair might be 


above the ears, and arranged in a bunch 
of curls to dangle on both sides of the 
face. 

We come to the time of Marie An- 
toinette. The tresses were curled in 
the back, little curls nestled about the 
neck, and at the apex of the head was 
a tuft of feathers. Pompadours be- 
came magnified; they swelled to amaz- 
ing proportions. Hats were tilted 
piquantly on the side of the lady’s head 
—it was impossible to wear them on 
top. 

Ladies of high position devised many 
original schemes ‘of pompadours; the 
dome of golden or powdered 
was often woven with flowers. 
styles were bizarre but pretty. 

In the early part of the nineteenth 
century most fashionable women wore 
the hair parted in the middle.

“An insahe asylum is a good place to 
look for the germ of insanity,” com- 
mented Dr. Charles H. Hughes. ‘“When 
I heard of it being discovered there I 
was eager to know whether the discov- 
ery had been made by a superintendent 
or one of the inmates. 

“Insanity, especially paretic indganity, 
is an inflammation of the surface of the 
brain and is generally the product of 
an excessive brain strain. It has been 
called the ‘product of civilization.’ Al- 
coholism frequently causes it. But no 
such thing as an insanity germ ever has 
been found.” 

“The germ has been ‘discovered’ sev- 
eral times,’’ said Dr. H. W. Hermann, 
‘‘but I take no stock in these so-called 
discoveries. It is not likely to be a 
‘micfobial disease. It is fairly well 
known and is certainly not due to a mi- 
crobe in the ordinary sense of the 
word.”’ 

No Grounds for Hypothesis. 

“There is nothing on which to predi- 


Teate such a hypothesis as Dr. O’Brien 


advances,’ said Dr. Edward Francis 
Brady, 3126 Morgan street. ‘Insanity 
is sometimes an overwrought state of 
‘he nervous system. Men who are en- 
saged in highly nervous occupations, 
such as trading on exchanges, or under- 
gcing perils of sea voyages, are partic- 
ularly subject to it. 

“But you can’t classify and label the 
different kinds of insanity like you 
might a box of groceries. It would be a 
very happy condition if everything in 
medicine could be handled that way, but 
such is not the case.”’
